2. Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 03/16/2004, with respect to claims 
1-3, 7-10, 12-15, 17,18 and 20-22 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
Final rejection of 03/05/2004 has been withdrawn.

3. Claims 1-3, 7-10, 12-15,17, 18 and 20-22 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a color liquid crystal display 
comprising a combination of structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) A plurality of backlight layers comprising light guide layers coupling 
only the red light, only the green light and only the blue light, lying in a different 
plane and each of the light guide layers is a transparent sheet and arranged in an 
overlying manner. 

The cited prior art by (a) Evanicky et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,243,068) 
teaches the use of cold cathode fluorescent tubes (CCF) having a broad band 
emission corresponding to a predetermined color temperature, thus not having 
only a red light, only a green light and only a blue light sources (b) Mori 
(U.S.Patent No. 6,288,700) teaches a single integral flat panel having red, green 
and blue cylindrical light routes lying in the same plane (fig. 3) (c) Wang 
(U.S.Patent No. 6,104,371) teaches the use of optical fibers as light guides that

are long and cylindrical tubes and hence are not transparent sheets (d) Howen 
Bussan (JP-2000121296) teaches a single light guide sheet receiving a single 
LED color and converting the single color to different colors using fluorescent 
bumps on the light guide and hence does not teach light guides arranged in 
different planes.
